Decree Comes as Climax to Moves 


Since Mrs. Blake's $1.000,000 Alien­ 
ation Suit Brought Against 
Millionaire's Wife. 


New' York, Feb. 
19.— Clarence H. 
Mackay and his wife, who was Miss 
Katherine A. Duer, were granted a mu­ 
tual divorce in Paris on February 11. 
Rumors that such action had been 
brought had been rife 
for several 
months. 
The decree has been signed 
without any testimony becoming pub­ 
lic, as might have been the case had 
the suit been brought in the United 
States. 
Statements concerning the decree, 
which are practically the same, were 
issued 
by 
counsel 
for 
both 
sides. 
Frederick It. Coudert represented Mr. 
Mackay, the proceedings having been 
conducted in the French courts by 
Coudert Brothers in Paris. 
John 11. 
Stanchfleld. as her attorney, gave the 
version in behalf of Mrs. Mackay. 
Desertion Made Cause. 
Mr. 
Coudeit as counsel 
for Mr. 
Mackay, made the following state­ 
ment: 
“ On February 11 the French courts 
granted a mutual divorce to Mr. and 
Mrs. Mackay in an action brought by- 
Mrs. Mackay on the ground of deser­ 
tion, Mr. Mackay having Interposed 
a counter claim on the same ground. 
No other charge was involved. 
The 
decree grant» the full custody and con­ 
trol 
of the three children 
to Mr. 
Mackay, with the right to visit them 
accorded to Mrs. Mackay. 
There was no statement ns to any 
money settlement, bnt it is understood 
that ample provision had been made 
for Mrs. Mackay in accordance with 
a private arrangement. 
The proce­ 
dure of granting a mutual decree is 
unknow n in the American coui :s, but 
in other respects practically the same 
rules obtain in the two countries. 
Disagreement Becomes Known. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mackay were married 
May 17, 1898. 
W ithin the last few 
months there were indications of a 
disagreement betw-cen them, such as 
the giving up of her dower rights in 
a $6,000.000 estate left to her by her 
father-in-law, and the placing of that 
property in the hands of trustees. 
Mrs. Blake, the wife of Dr. Joseph 
A. 
Blake, 
a surgeon 
of this city, 
brought an action last summer against 
Mrs. Mackay for the sum of $1,000.000, 
alleging that the affections of her hus­ 
band lmd been alienated. 
To this 
Mrs. Mackay made the reply that Mrs. 
Blake was unreasonably jealous, and 
that Doctor and Mrs. Blake had been 
separated for years before she met 
the surgeon. 
Mrs. Blake withdrew- this suit In 
November, saying she did so of her 
own free will and without any settle­ 
ment. 
Mrs. Blake was divorced last 
month with an alimony allowance of 
$10.000 a year.
